Elmer G. Barker, son of John W. and Ellen Barker, was born in Butler Township, 
Mercer County, Ohio, February 11, 1868, and departed this life at his late residence 
4n the same township five miles south of Celina, Ohio, May 24, 1932, aged 64 years, 
5S months and 13 days. He was united in marriage to Miss Effie R. Kindell, February 
16, 1890. o this union were born seven children, six sons and one daughter, all of 
whom are still living. He was converted and baptized in 1882 during the pastorate 
of the late Rev. Thomas Coate and joined the United Brethern Church at what was then 
called the Burntwood Class on Montezuma Circuit. Here he held his membership with 
his wife and children until a few years ago, this society was disbanded, after which 
he And his wife united with the Evangelical Church at Celina, Ohio. 

The revival meting in which he was saved was held in the fram school house 
which for many years has been standing on the premises of the Uncle Ben Coate farn. 
This house is a sacred building to the writer and many others who were saved during 
this wonderful meting. Some years ago, Mr. Barker took pictures of this old house, 
one of which he presented to the writer of this sketch. 

4s a Ghristian, Mr. Barker was true and faithful to the end. He was rooted and 
grounded in the faith. He thoroughly believed in the dotvtrine of the depravity of 
the human heart, the necessity pf the blood atonement, spiritual regeneration and 
holiness of heart ani life. He would not compranise with sin in any way. He brought 
up all his children around the old family alter and they will all testify today to 
its wholesome power and influence. To the credit of Mr. Barker and his good companion 
it may be said that their children are all in honar to them, all are saved and helping 
to amke the world better. Brother Barker was a successful farmer, a splendid school 
teacher, a good business man in the ffairs of the hom, the church and the commnity, 
a good neighbor and a devoted father and companion.
